BRIEF SUGGESTIONS ON THE 

BALLOT PROPOSITIONS 

Last week the News began consid¬ 
ering briefly the twenty-live proposi¬ 
tions presented on the ballot. Those 
not taken up last week will he consid¬ 
ered here. The News urges all voters 
to study the propositions themselves 
and especially the arguments for and 
against them us printed in the hand¬ 
book sent out with the sample ballot. 

No. 4: Absent voters. Designed to 
permit citizens to vote under certain 
circumstances, when away from home. 
It is a question whether the advant¬ 
age to the comparatively small num¬ 
ber of voters benfited would he 
sufficient to offset the disadvantages 
of confusion and delay in returns en¬ 
tailed in operation of the law. This 
apnears to he a good plaee to exercise 
the rule: ‘In case of doubt, vote no.” 

No. 11: Exempting cemetarios from 
taxation. Supposed to Ik- applied only 
to cemetaries not operated for profit, 
and yet it is said that some of the 
corporations of this class have large 
holdings of securities which would be 
added to the growing list of things 
exempted from taxation in California. 
In ease of doubt, vote no. 

No. 12: Reimbursing cities from 
revenue losses through the working 
of soldiers’ tax exemption law. This 
should be defeated for the reason the 
particular condition which it was de¬ 
signed to correct no longer exists, lt 
was intended to relieve the little city 
of Sawtelle because of the large pro¬ 
portion of veterans’ property there 
from which the city could collect no 
taxes. Sawtelle has since been nb 
sorbed by Los Angeles and does not 
need the protection asked. Vote no. 

Condemnation of right of way for 
public use. Designed to prevent the 
long delays which usually attend the 
condemnation of property for rights 
of way. No argument is offered 
against the proposition. Vote yes. 

14: Taxation Exemptions. Would 
relieve property of Y.M.C.A., and 
Y.W.C.A., from taxation when used 
for association purposes. Without in 
any way reflecting on the excellent 
work. °f these two institutions, it 
does not seem wise to further open 
the way for such exemption laws. At 
once an effort would he made to se¬ 
cure similar legislation tor other in¬ 
stitutions and the end can hardly In- 
foreseen. Vote No. 

No. 15: Stute Budget Board; cre¬ 
ates machinery for drawing up budg¬ 
et for state expenditures and requires 
that practically all appropriations he 
included in only two appropriations. 
It is not plain now the budget would 
be drawn t. any more intelligently 
than by the machinery now provided. 
It would afford opportunity for rail¬ 
roading through a lot of undeserving 
items along with the necessarv ones. 
Vote No. 

No. 16: City of Venice Indebted¬ 
ness; relates only to Venue and is de¬ 
signed to permit the voters of that 
city pass on the Question of issuing 
bonds to pay for deficits of past fis¬ 
cal vears. No argument appears 
against the proposition. Vo c 5..:; 


No. 17 and No. 18: Both provide a 
limitation on the increase of taxes 
that can he levied in any one >ear as 
compared with the preceding year. 
The Taxpayers’ Assn, of California 
drew up and sponsored No. 17 before 
the legislature. Some objection was 
found to it by certain school officials 
and they promoted a referendum by 
which it was held up until it could 
be submitted to the voters. Since 
then they have drawn up and pro¬ 
posed by initiative No. 18 which is 
quite similar save in giving more lat¬ 
itude on school expenditures. Either 
one would he a vast improvement. 
Vote yes on both. The one receiving 
the highest vote becomes the law. 

No. Iff: Land Values Taxation—the 
so-called Single Tax Amendment. As 
is well known, the News has long ad¬ 
vocated some form of land tax law. 
by which the tax burden would be 
gradually shifted from improvements 
and the fruits of labor and enterprise 
to the land itself. This proposed law 
would make a more radical change 
than this paper has udvoeatd and in¬ 
stead of doing ii gradually would do 
it quickly and all at once. It is too 
radical and abrupt and even the real 
Single Taxers are divided over it. 
Vote No. 

No. 20: Health Insurance. This is a 
principle which will in time be recog¬ 
nized and incorporated in the law of 
the state in some form. But the time 
does not appear to he ripe for it. 
California will do well to perfect 
some of the advanced legislation now- 
on the books before attempting mon- 
radical steps. Vote No. 

No. 21: Dentistry: Drawn and 
fathered by one dentist whom the 
“regulars” and the Dental Associa¬ 
tions characterize as a quack. Has a 
provision requiring the presence of an 
adult third person when any anas- 
thetic is administered, applying even 
to the slightest local anasthetic. The 
•-ronosed law would lower the require¬ 
ments for qualification of practicing 
dentists by admitting to practice any 
graduate of a recognized Dental Col¬ 
lege who has practised dentistry in 
any state for five years, thus making 
the California requirements the same 
as those of the lowest in the union. 
Vot No. 

No. 22: Prohibition: Bone Dry. 
There is no use arguing this ques¬ 
tion. Either vou see it or you doirt't 
see it. Nation-wide prohibition is ap¬ 
proaching so rapidly that those who 
don’t see it an- soon going to be 
bowled over bv the accomplished 
fact. Vote yes for immediate pro ] 
hihition and the winnin- r of the war 

No. 23: Workman’s Compensation. 
Designed to perfect the workings of 
this law which has proven such a 
boon both to employers and their em¬ 
ployes. Vote yes. 

No. 24: .Stockholders’ Liability: de¬ 
signed to permit a form of corpora¬ 
tions, to he designated as “Limited" 
or ‘Ltd.,’’ by which stockholders 
would not Ik- personally liable for the 
debts yf a corporation beyond any 
unpaid portion of the par value of 
the stock held by them. It is claimed 
this would encourage legitimate cor¬ 
poration enterprise in this state and 
no argument is offbred against it. 
Vote yes. 

No. 25: Eminent Domain: embodies 
the principle of “excess condemna¬ 
tion.” The Intter has points in its fa¬ 
vor, but the proposed law appears to 
plaee undue power in the hafcds of

JANES SPARKS 
GIVES LIFE FOR 
COUNTRY

Coming with just as tragic force 
as if from the field of battle, word 
was received on Thursday that James 
Sparks, son of Rev. J. D. Sparks of 
Mariposa Ave., had succumbed to 
pneumonia at Seattle where he was 
stationed at the Naval Aviation base. 

For ten days it had been known 
that Janies was seriously ill, having 
fallen a victim to the current epi¬ 
demic. Daily telegraphic reports to 
his father indicated that he was in a 
serious condition and showing little 
change until Tuesday, when hope 
was given by news of improvement, 
another which told of a relapse which 
was the forerunner of the end. 

James Sparks was born June 18, 
1808, in Brooks, Iowa. He came here 
with his parents eight years ago and 
had resided here ever since, graduat¬ 
ing in turn from the grammar school 
and Pasadena high school. During 
the past school year he attended the 
law school of Stanford University, 
where he was an officer in the Stu¬ 
dent Army Training Corps. 

Last June he enlisted in the Naval 
Officers’ Reserve Flying Corps and 
was sent to the training station at 
Seattle. He was made chief quarter¬ 
master there and was making excel¬ 
lent progress in his training work, 
with excellent prospects of receiving 
his commission at an early date. 

He offered himself freely for the 
service of his country and contracted 
the fatal illness while at his assigned 
work. He gave his life just as truly 
for his country and the things it is 
fighting for as if he had fallen on the 
field of battle, being the first man 
from Sierra Madre in the American 
uniform to make the great sacrifice. 

James was a stalwart, manly lad, 
both in ph'-sique and in character. He 
was the earnest, straightforward kind 
whom one instinctively trusts. He 
took an active part in various forms 
of Christian work. 

The body will be brought home for 
interment in Rosedale eemetary, Los 
Angeles. 

In addition to his father, James is 
survived by two sisters. Mrs. Con¬ 
verts L. Twycross and Miss Lucille 
Sparks, his mother having passed 
away several years ago.

LIFE IS STRENUOUS 

WITH THE MARINES 

Travel is oddly different in its ef¬ 
fect on different people. With some 
the most marked effect seems to be 
dissatisfaction with the things to 
which they had been accustomed. In 
other cases, it merely seems to deepen 
appreciation for the thing-, of home. 

A lot of the boys who hav gone to 
various parts of the world from Si¬ 
erra Madre since the war began will 
never he satisfied to come back and 
settle down. Some of the others are 
discovering what a wonderfully fine 
place Sierra Madre will be to come 
back to. The following letter from 
Lt. Laurance Nourse of the Marine 
Corps, written from “Somewhere in 
France” is an illustration. He says 
in part: 

Just a year ago I left the only 
place in the world, Sierra Madre, to 
help the great cause, and that year 
has been a full one. We have had nu¬ 
merous homes, all over the land and 
sea. 

After a hard winter on the east 
coast, we sailed for here in June and 
had a trip that could not be equalled. 
Our trip was very exciting, but the 
weather was so fine that the water 
was too smooth and no one got sick. 
Consequently the food got scarce. 

We first saw a beautiful old part 
of France so our first impresssion was 
good. But the first night 1 was in 
charge of a detail to sort baggage, 
and we slept in the rain with a blank¬ 
et for two of us. But since then there 
have been times when even a blanket 
would have been a welcome sight. 

France is a pretty country, but out¬ 
side of that we can’t say much tor 
it. We see a lot of it—mostly by 
walking. The so-called “Liberty Boys” 
are transported in trucks. But the 
Marine seems to be a super-man, 
given but little rest. But we are 
proud of it. (Not that I am one. for 
1 have been here only a short time, 
hut the Marines deserve all the credit 
they are given.) 

We have returned from the front, 
where 1 had niv first sight of the big 
struggle. . . We witnessed several 

wonderfully thrilling air battles. 1 
had never thought much about it in 
reading of bombardments, barrages, 
etc., and it is just as well, for nothing 
hut the actual experience can make 
possible any true realization of what 
they mean. One doesn’t fear them, 
but realizes how small and helpless 
man is against the war machines. If 
it was just man and man. rifle and 
rifle, the war would soon be over. But 
there are so many other things that 
count! 

We all hope that it will be over 
soon and that we can return to the 
only land in the world. 1 have seen 
nea rly all of the U. S. A., and a lot 
of France. But Sierra Madre is the 
choice spot of all.

near as No. 9 on the official Novem¬ 


ber ballot. It should not be confused

Question: What is the object of 
Amendment No. 9 ? 

Answer: To add a new division of 
three justices to the present district 
courts of appeal in the Los Angeles 
and San Francisco districts, making 
additional justices, thus doubling 
the* working capacity of these two 

urfs and enabling them to take can 
of the numerous smaller appealed 
cases. 

Question: Does the proposed 

amendment create new courts? 

Answer: No, it merely adds two di¬ 
visions of three justices each to the 
present district court of Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. 

Question: What additional expense 
will there be if amendment No 9 is 
adopted ? 

Answer: Just the salaries of the six 
new justices. The two new divisions 
will occupy the present quarters of 
the district courts and use the same 
attaches and facilities. 

Question: How will their salaries 
tv paid ? 

Answer: By the whole state through 
taxation. 

Question: What will he the addi¬ 
tional burden upon the state? 

Answer: An average for each coun¬ 
ty of about $700. 

Question: Whv is the adoption of 
this amendment necessary? 

Answer: Because the present num¬ 
ber of justices of the Appellate Courts 
working to full capacity and a.-sid 
iouslv are unable to dispose of the 
work before the courts. We must 
have mpre justices, or the work must 
go undone and the undecided cases al 
lowed to pile up. 

Question: Why are the Appellate 
Courts unable to keep up with their 

work ? 

Answer: Because, in brief, the num¬ 
ber of appeals and other work before 
the Appellate Courts have gradually 
and continuously increased. The 
present courts were established by 
Constitutional Amendment in 1004. 
Since 1904 the population of Califor¬ 
nia lias increased sixty per cent; busi 
ness of all kinds has almost trebled, 
and court work of all kinds, keeping 
pare, has doubled. 

Question: Who proposed this 
amendment ? 

Answer: The legislature, of course. 
But it was proposed by the legisla¬ 
ture in its present form because the 
members of the uidiciary committees 
of the legislature had previously re¬ 
quested a committee of the ( alilor- 
nia Bar Association to co-operate 
with them in preparing the amend¬ 
ment. The amendment, therefore, 
represents the best thought of the 
state on the subject, and is annrovcd 
by the justices of tint supreme court.

Question: Why should the individ¬ 
ual. who has no litigation nending be¬ 
fore the Appellate Courts, vote for 
this amendment ?
